SHE WAS TERRIBLY CRUSHED. 


Brought by Her Pastor to This City a 
Week Ago to Be Treated for 
Melancholia. 


Mrs. Thomas Blickley, wife of a tailor liv- 
ing at 309 West Second etreet, Sedalia, died 
in the Good Samaritan Hospital at Jeffer- 
son avenue and O'Fallon streets, St. Louis, 
at 9 o'clock Wednesday morning of inju- 
ries received in an escape from the insti- 
tution, attempted while mentally irrespon- 
sible. 

Mrs. Blickley jumped, or’ rather fell, from 
the third story of the hospital. She was 59 


years old, and the injuries and shock were 


tod severe for one of her age to pass 
through. 
Mrs. Blickley was brought to St. Louis 


from Sedalia January 25, and placed in the 


Good Samaritan Hospital by the Rev. Wil- 
liam Meyer. She had long bern a v-ctim 
of melancholia, and her mental affliction 


had progressed until she became possessed

of an hallucination that a conspiracy ex- 
isted to cheat her of all her property. , 

Though she was never violent, and mani- 
ested no dangerous symptoms either to- 
ward herself or toward strangers, her case 
was considered serious, but with a fair 
chance of recovery. It was more for treat- 
ment than for restraint that she was 
brought to St. Louis, but at the hospital 
Strict orders were given that Mrs. Blickley 
should not be left unguarded for any con- 
Siderabl® length of time. 

She was not a troublesome patient, obeyed 
all the requests and instructions of her 
nurse and physicians, and though she was 
often restless, it was never feared she 
would attempt to leave the hospital stealth- 
ily. Whenever she felt a desire tago out 
fhe always spoke of it and asked to be 
Ziven leave of absence. 

Wednesday morning, after being dressed 
and given her breakfast, Mrs. Blickley sa‘d 
she would like to consult a good lawyer 
down town and asked if she could not go 
out and see him. Miss Hulda Peters, her 
nurse, soothed the unfortunate old lady 
and told her it was too cold for her to be 
out on the street, that she was ill, but that

when she was better she could either go 
see a lawyer or have him come to her 
room. 


Mrs. Blickley seemed to accept in good 
spirits Miss Peters’ refusal to let her go 
and the nurse believed she had effectually 
dissuaded her and drawn her mind off the 
subject. Soon after Miss Peters had oc- 


casion to so out of the roomm leaving old 
Mrs. Blickley alone for a few moments. 
The patient seemed restful and there ap- 


peared to be no danger in leaving her un- 
watched for a short time. 

As soon as Mies Peters was out of the 
room Mrs. Blickley threw open the window 
shutters, seized a quilt from her bed and 
secured it to an article of furniture near 
the window. Then the tried to climb down 


the quilt. She had no sooner thrust her 
body out of the window than her feeble 
hands found the weight upon them too 


great. Mrs. Blickley released her hold and 
her body descended straight to the ground. 

She fell with such force that the crash 
was heard in the hospital. Attendants and 


nurses swarmed to her side when her un- 
conscious body was discovered. Sne was 
borne ‘tenderly into the operating room.of 


the hospital, where it was discovered that 
both legs were broken, in addition to grave 
internal injuries being suffered. 

Mrs. Blickley never recovered conscious- 
ness. Everything was done for her relief. 
but as soon as the surgeons examined her 
the case seemed hopeless to them. She lived 
for ‘two hours.

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 2.—The consolida- 
tion of the entire American wire industry 
seems to be an accomplished fact. One of 
the strongest indications in support of the 
conclusion is a sudden and marked stiffen- 
ing in the pr of wire and nails, which 
has come generally this week. The price 
was put up on Monday over a dollar a ton 
beyond what it was previous to the recent 
temporary drop, and as much as $3, $4 or $5 
a ton over some prices for wire which were 
reported as having been made last week. 

Now the price announced ie $1.30 for wire 
and $1.55 for nails and another advance of 
+d cents a hundred is to be made in March. 

Whether ‘t be really true or not that all 
formalities in the formation of the Ameri- 
can Steel and Wire Co, have been complet- 
ed, that consummation is certainly so near 
at hand that the end hase practically come, 
and the biggest undertaking that the iron 
industry of the world has ever Witnessed 
may be’ said to be successfully completed. 
This huge concern, with a capitalization of 
$87,000,000, owns all the establishments in the 
country with which wire rod mills are con- 
nected. It is no mere agreement, pool or 
trust, but an absolute absorption of the

BOSTON, Feb. 2.—Caught In the crash

For twenty-six hours damp, clinging 
snow fell in clouds. The average depth -was 
24 inches, but the fierce wind, blowing at 
5) miles an hour, piled it in places in drifts 
from six to 20 fee: high. 

A million dollars in damage was done in 
this city alone. 

No accurate estimate can be made for the 
rest of New England, as many of the towns 
are still cut off. 

The total will reach stupendous figures— 
probably between $5,000,000 and $7,000,000. 

The loss of life, it is feared, will be great. 
Accurate figures will not be obtainable for 
several days from the different points along 
the coast. where vessels were dashed to 
pieces. Eight men, the crew of the schooner 
Charles A. Briggs, which was blown ashore 
at Nahant, were drowned. Three Italians 
were struck by a snow plow at Dedham 
and killed.

BLIZZARD IN NEW YORK. 


Distress Among ‘he Thousends of 
Homeless Persons in the Bitter Cold. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—A blizzard haa ragel 
over the city and State of New York, not 
48 bad as that 1888, but it has brought 
increased woe to the 100,000 persons out of 
employment, many of whpm are homeless. 

Much delay was caused to the railroad 
mail service; that from the northern part 
of the State has been practically cut off 
and trains running on the New York (en- 
tral Railroad were from four to five houra 
late, From 10,0) to 20,00 men have been at 
work, with thousands of teams, on the 
streets, clearing away the snow, and yet 
there has ‘been no appreciable decrease in 
the amount that has piled up in every dite-- 
tion. Firemen had a hard time. Tacre were 
a dozen or more fires in this city, a smalier 
number than usual, but the high wind made 
some of them most dangerous and hard to 
fight. For the first time in vears the chiefa 
of battalions responded to alarme ia 
sieighs 

Portions of Long Island suffered almost 
as much from the storm as the towns far 
up the State. The east end of the island has 
been blockaded by the drifting snow. The 
Long Island Railroad was completely ciosed 
to-day. Snow plows, driven by five of the 
most powerful enginés on the road, are now 
battling with the drifts on the eastern sec- 
tion of the road

CASHIER QUINLAN RESIGNS. 


Loaned $393,000 of a New York 
Bank’s Money Without Authority. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Wm. J. Quinlan, Jr., 
cashier of the Chemical National Bank, has 
resigned his position. He acknowledged in 
a letter to ithe directors that he had loaned 
$393,000 of ‘the bank’s money without con- 
sulting the President and knowing the 
directors would not approve of the action. 
He denies that he profited by the loans. 
The first known of the affair by Presi- 
dent Wiliams was when Quinlan called 
upon him at his home on Sunday last and 
made a full statement. It is conceded that 
Quinlan, as cashier, had the power to make 
the loan, but it is held that in a trans- 
action involving so large an amount of 
money he should have consulted the presi- 
dent. Mr. Williams said to-day: 
‘We think that absolutely the worst is 
known and are strongly in the hopes that 
Mr. Quinilan’s expectations are true and 
that a large part of the money will be 
recovered, We would rather face the mat- 
ter and let the public known the whole 
truth.’’ 


Mr. Quinlan’s letter of resignation is as 
follows:

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The Archbishop Courteous to 
the Salvation Army Workers. 


HIS REMARKABLE LETTER. 


IT IS IN DIRECT CONTRADICTION 
OF THE WESTERN WATCH- 
MAN’S UTTERANCES. 


NAMED AS A VICE-PRESIDENT. 


The Metropolitan Will Show Good 
Will to Gen. Booth and 
the Cause of the 
Army. 


“The Booths,’’ wrote Rev. Father Phe- 
lan in the last issue of his Western Watch- 
man, “father, son, daughter and son-in-law, 
are the four best advertised people in either 
hemisphere. Their tambourine thrum rolls 
around the world. 

“The elder Booth has a genius for rais- 
ing the wind, and the dust he raises with 
it is of the auriferous variety. He has 
amassed millions on millions in the name of 
every misery that humanity is heir to, and 
he has managed to divert public attention 
from the fact that it is all held in the 
name of the Booth family.’’’ 

This and much more in the same Pbhelan- 
ian style was written in condemnation of 
the mission of Gen. Booth’s visit to this 
country and city. 

“Booth’s object in coming here,”’ he says, 
‘is to bribe the Volunteers to renounce the 


‘allegiance to Booth, fils, and enlist under 


the union jack. The practice now is to 
shoot such people.’’ 

But just here Father Phelan became 
somewhat less bloodthirsty and hastily add- 
ed: “Without advocating any such extreme 
measure we hope our people will show this 
English emissary the cold shoulder.”’ 

In a separate paragraph on Gen. Booth, 
the reverend father says: ‘‘We ask Father 
Lambert if it would be right to shoot him.” 

These fulminat‘ons, hurling in thunderous 
tones what Father Phelan presumed was 
the condemnation of the Church of Rome, 
reached the home of Archbishop Kain, out 
on Lindell boulevard. Between the Arch- 
bishop and Father Phelan there has never 
existed any too cordial feeling, and the 
wrath of His Grace arose at the editorfal 
utterances. 

There was then lying upon the Archbish- 
op’s desk a cordial invitation from Major 
and Mrs. Miles to serve as Vice-President 
at the reception to be given Gen. Booth and 
parfy at Music Hall Friday evening, Feb. 
18, As though in rebuke of Father Phelan, 
he at once responded as ¥ollows: 

My Dear Friends—I cheerfully authorize you to 
place my name among the pee ge wage of the 
ublic reception to be tendered Gen. Booth on 
fis arrival in our city, and I take this occa- 
sion to wish a God-speed to the efforts of your 
army in relieving and uplifting the fallen and 
distressed of our common bumanity. 

JOHN J. KAIN, 
Archbishop of the Diocese of St. Louts. 

The Archbishop said Wednesday morn- 
ing: ‘‘My letter expresses my sentiments 
concerning the Salvation Army and I do 
not think I ean add anything further to it. 
It is probable [I shall not be able to attend 
the reception in person, but I have a high 
regard for the organization and believe it 
is doing a commendable work.”’ : 

In this view he quotes a precedent no 
less camspicuous than Cardinal Man- 
ning, who has publiciy approved the pur- 
poses and accomplishments of the Salva- 
tion Army. The Archbishop thought the 
Army should have encouragement and that 
Gen. Booth should be shown all proper 
courtesies.

At Tuesday night’s session of the City 
Council a bill wag introduced to authorize 
the use of miles of St. Louis streets for 
an underground system of pneumatic 
tubes, 

Mr. Carroll introduced the ordinance in 
the oa Council Tuesday evening by _re- 
quest. he promoters of the enterprise are: 
Estill McHenry, H. F. Knight and William 
G. Schofield. The privilege asked from the 
city is to “construct, operate and maintain 
tubes. er pipes under certain streets and 
alleys, in order to make possible a more 
speedy transmission and delivery of the 
United States mails, newspapers, public 
documents, parcels and other articles.” 

Estill McHenry said Wednesday: 

“The company has not been formed, but 
if the ordinance passes it will be organ- 
ized at once. My position is simply that 
of a sponsor by request.

It is 
for the Council to decide whether or not 
the city should get compensation for the 
franchise. If its members see fit to defeat 
the bill we will simply drop the matter.” 

The determination to form a St. Louis 
branch of the New York and Philadelphia 
concern followed a visit to St. Louis by 
W. H. Bliss, formerly United Statga &¥- 
torney_here and now attorney for the Tu- 
bular Dispatch Co. Mr. Bliss had geveral 
conferences. with McHenry, Knight and 
Schofield while in St. Louis. 

The bill goes into details as to the va- 
rious routes the tubes are to be run, and 
their division into geographical sections. 

Two tubes or pipes are to be laid in each 
street or alley covered by the franchise, 
and the pipes shall not be over 15 inches in 
diameter. The system will have its start- 
ing point in the property of the Terminal 
Railway Association, between Market 
street and Clark avenue. This will be the 
first section. The pneumatic tubes will ex- 
tend along Eighteenth street to Clark ave- 
nue; thence east on that avenue to Seventh 
street, south on Seventh to Spruce street, 
and east on Spruce about a hundred and 
fifty feet. 

The second division will start in the Post- 
office at Eighth and Olive streets. run east 
on Olive to Third street. The pneumatic 
company is also given the right to occupy 
the tunnel of the Terminal association, pro- 
vided it in no way interferes with rallroad 
traffic, and also to cross the Eads Bridge. 
The company promises to repair all streets 
torn up in“*laying its tubes, and to submit 
to the directions of the Board of Public 
Improvements in disturbing the street sur- 
face. The system is to be in operation 
within two years after the ordinance is 
passed and the company is to give a $5000 
bond to indemnify the citv against dam- 
ages. The franchise is to be in foree for 
30 years, but no mention is made of what its 
to beconme of it at the end of that time. 
Throughout the long details no hint is 
given that the city is ever to receive any 
compensation for the. vrivileres asked. 

Chairman Ives of the Railroad Commi't- 
tee gave ndtice that at 4 o’clock next Fri- 
day his conimittee wou!d give a public hear- 
ing on the ord!nance authorizing the South- 
ern Electric Street Railroad to extend its 
system from Seventh and Howard streets 
to the Fair Grounds. 

The Council finally passed the bills paying 
Drs. H. L. Neltert, Louis Wolfort and D. 
F. Hochdoerfer $1770 for holding post mor- 
tem examinations for the Coroner during 
the years '9, "9 and '9%. The Auditor and 
Comptroller have persistenfly refused to 
audit these claims, on the ground that the 
Coroner has three assistant physicians on 
h's staff and two stenographers, and that 
fout physicians are plenty to attend to the 
post mortem business that comes to the 
Coroner's office. Besides, they hold, the 
Coroner has no right to incur such extra 
expenses without first being given the au- 
thority. The physicians appealed to the 
Assembly, and it has taken three years. to 
work the bills to final passage. What dls- 
position the Mayor will make of them re- 
mains to be seen. :

His Grace Was Sustained in His Own 
Rulings and Says the Apostolic 
Delegate Has No Power 
to Interfere. 


An Associated Press dispatch from New 
York states that Cathohe laymen of the 
Wnited States are about to present to Mer. 
Martinelli a petition urgieg him to issue a 
pronunciamenfo regulating the marriage of 
Catholics to Protestants. 

The petitioners ask that the Papal Dele- 
gate promulgate rules establishing definite- 
ly the conditions on which the Catholic 
church will permit its members to marry 
non-Catholics. 

This action is of especial local interest, 
because, the dispatch says, jt was hastenea 
by the position of Archbisnop Kain of §t. 
Louis. 

Last year, béfore the Archbishop’s visit 
to Rome, considerable friction . resulted 
from what many devout and prominent 
Catholics considered his arbitrary and se- 
vere restrictions on mixed marriages. ih 
Marriages between Protestants and Cath- 
Olics he refused permission for the cere- 
mony to be performed at the home of one 
of the contracting parties, or anywhere 
else save in the rectory of the parish 
church, and then it was to be unaccompa- 
nied by any display whatever. If these 
restrictions were not observed the Cath- 
olic principal in the mixed marriage was 
to be excommunicated, as well as any 
Catholics who might participate as grooms- 
man or bridemaid.

As Tom 
turns to close the door behind him he per- 
ceives Mary and young Martin sitting by 
the fire with hands clasped and an expres- 
sion of happiness on their countenances. 
The blow has fallen. Tom's face tells of the 
anguish he endures. and inaudibly but 
piainiy breathing his despair he noiselessly 
passes beyond the door. It is the work of 
a finished actor which. Mr. Willard con- 
tributes here. None but a master could 
render it with effect. The ingenuity of the 
dramatist is set forth again in the second 
act, when the eaves-dropping Mr. Pecksniff 
hears Mary complain of his persecutions 
to Tom. In the book the scene is laid in 
the church, where Tom has gone to solace 
himself at his beloved organ. In the play 
the scene takes place in Pecksniff’s garden, 
where the old hypocrite has dozed off in 
his summer house and wakes at the chance 
meeting of Mary and Tom. The dismissal 
of Tom from the Pecksniff household fol- 
lows, and in the scene Mr. Willard was 
charming in his artistic blending of patient 
suffering, self-control and the pain of dis- 
appointment over a shattered idol. “Tom 
Pinch” is one of the strongest plays in Mr. 
Willard’s repertoire. There is no doubt of 
its success. The acting of Mr. Clarges as 
Pecksniff, Mr. Davenport as Mark Tapley, 
Mr. York as young Martin Chuzzlewit, and 
Mr. Lonsdale as John Westlock, was fin- 
ished and thoughtfui. Mr. Taylor, as old 
Martin, for the second time made it piain 
that he is a very excellent character actor.

THE GUILMANT CONCERT. 


A Great Artist, a Large Audience— 
Artist Selects the Numbers, the 
Audience Listens to Them. 


Alexandre Guilmant, organist from La 
Trinite, Paris, played the Second Baptist 
Church organ last night for the delight of 
un audience so large that hundreds were 
compelled to stand in the aisles. The pro- 
gramme was not followed closely, and as 
the audience was not made up entirely of 
learned musicians there were some hui- 
dreds who, lost in the mazes of technique, 
did not know the Bach toccata et fuga from 
the Guilmant fifth sonata in C minor (op. 
SU), 

Guilmant is one of those men you look 
at twice when you eeet them on the street. 
He is older than his pictures, amiable be- 
yond the wont of great musicians and given 
to the intensely formal expression of court- 
esy. His bow was described by a pirl 
auditor last night as ‘“‘the killingest thing.” 
To those who know the language of youth 
that is descriptive and accurate. He knows 
his instrument so well that it is as absurd 
to consider his method as to weigh Willard’s 
knowledge of stage craft. Guilmant’s in- 
terpretations are poetic but never passion- 
ate. In the andante cantabile from the 
Fourth Symphony he reached nearest to the 
heart of his audience. 

But for the larger number the evening 
had been dreary indeed if there were nat 
songs by Mrs. Georgia Lee Cunningham anid 
Miss Jessie Ringen and a number by the 
Second Baptist Church choir. Miss Rin- 
gen's -voice was never fresher or more 
glorious. Her number was superbly rei- 
dered and served as a tonic on which the 
many who do not love the organ passion- 
ately were kept calm and awake until the 
conclusion of the concert.

STEREOTYPERS’ UNION. 


A Body of Hard Workers Whom Organization 
Has Greatly Benefited. 

The stereotyvpers Were first organized in St. Louts 
in 1887. At that time they were making between 38 
and $15 per week and had to work as many hours 
as the foreman wished, but in 1890 a seale of wages 
was presented to the publishers for $8 per day and 
readily accepted by them, In 1892 there was a dis- 
pute about the number of hours and the publishers 
agreed to seven hours for night work and eight 
hours for day work. 

So things ran along smoothly until in the spring 
of 1897, when the work in newspaper offices in- 
creased to such an extent that the stereotypers 
made a demand for $3.50 per day. This was com- 
promised by the stereotypers receiving $3.2 per 
day or night and the number. of hours to remain 
the same as before. So the stereotypers have been 
advancing right along, which is due to the fact 
that whenever a demand was made the officers of 
the union were sure that it was a just one, 

To-day there are forty-four stereotypers in the 
city and every one belongs to the union, and the
